engerly sought, as we have abundant evidence 
in the number of inquiries we are almost dai- 
ly receiving. The hints we now propose to 
offer are intended for amateurs, and havo ref- 
erence particularly to open ground culture.— 
‘Whoever wishes to make his kitchen garden a 
prefitable and pleasant investment of care 
and labor, must renember— 

That it be free from stagnant moisture, 
either in surface or sub-soil,—a cold, sour bot- 
tom isa deadly foe to arapid,luxuriant growth, 
which is indispensable. A 
stone or pipe tile, that a good laberer will 
make in a couple of days, may remedy defects 
of this kind in many a garden now suffering. 
A garden with a perfectly dry bottom, is two 
or three weeks earlier than one from which 
water cannot find easy drainage; it is much 
more healthy, more agreeable to workin, and 
more productive. 

The garden must bo laid out in plots, 
and each one should be designated by letters 
or numbers and have acertain crop or suc- 
cession of crops assigned it, as the farmer ar- 
ranges beforehand the mode of cropping the 
various divisions of his farm. Be the garden 
ever so small, a well defined system will add 
greatly to the facility and success of its man- 
agement. 

Another matter that requires special consid- 
eration in the selection of seeds,is their adapta- 
tion to certain seasons of the year, and to other 
circumstances. For the early spring crops we 
want such as accomplish their growth in the 
shortest possible pcricd of time. One variety 
of pea will be fit for use a fortnight before 
another sowed at the same time and on the 
same bed. So it is with radishes, lettuce, 
cabbage, cauliflower, and indeed all the lead- 
ing articles. Many people say a few days, ora 
week, is of so little importance that their very | 
early yarieties are not worth the trouble—that | 
they are generally not very productive, and it 
is better to wait the maturity of the more 
prolific sorts. This spirit deprives many pco- 


taal 
ptexe, 


ple of much of the gratification which the! 


garden might afford. 

The next most important thing is to ar- 
range the different sowings, in regard ta quan- 
tity and time, in such a way that there will be 
continually a full supply ina proper condition 
for the table. 

The Early Oval Rose radish, the best for 
forcing and for an early crop that we have ever 
seen, They attain maturity, or at least a 
proper size for use much quicker than the 
common Early Frame or Long Scarlet, which 
answer very woll in the open ground later in 
the season. 


Among the great variety of peas now 


grown, we believe the Prince Albert is the| 


earliest, though there are extra carly sorts 
advertised, some of which may be earlier, Of 
bush beans, the Early Six Weeks is a gvod 
popular sorts but the Early Mohawk resists 
cold weather better. Of beets, the Karly 
Bassano—a round, red sort—is the best 
for an early crup. Of cabbages, the old 
Early York is about as good for the first sow- 
ing as any yet intrpduced, Of brocoli, Early 
Purple Cape. Of cauliflower, the Walcheren 
Early.

Grare Cuttincs.—These should be taken 
from the parent vine early in the spring. I| 
have found by experiment that the longer they | 
are, the more likely they are to succeed. It} 
is a bad practice to cut them into short pieces, | 
as some rcommend, for no one can expect that 
their success can be as certain, even when the | 
cuttings are vigorous and in every respect ca- | 
pacified to grow. By leaving them a good 
length, say four or five fect, and allowing | 
two buds instead of one, to remain above the 
surface on planting, cuttings from healthy | 
and vigorous vines, if planted on good soil, | 
will rarely if ever fail.” They will advance | 
rapidly the first season and very often produce | 
grapes the next. No fermentable manure} 
should be allowed. The best stimulous that! 
can be applied is compost, formed of forest | 
leaves and scrapings, with old plaster, gypsum | 


and well decomposed animal excrement from | 
the stable and cattle yards. Mulching, or| 
covering the surface with a stratum of staw or | 
tanners’ bark, will have a tendency to keep | 
the scil moist, and to prevent the growth of, 
weeds, 


Currants.— Those who cannot conyenient- | 
ly obtain bushes may easily procure cuttings, | 
and these by the next year will be as valuable, | 
and even more so than the former. (rood soil | 
is requisite in order to secure a thrifty and | 
good plantation, and no spurious vegetation | 
should be allowed to infest the beds at any 
season. To prevent this, it is a good plan to 
set the cuttings in double rows, say about six 
inches apart, and from eight to ten inches in 
rows, This will effectually obviate the un-| 


pleasant consequences resulting both from| 
drought, by arresting the’ ascent of moisture | 
and evaporation, and the germination of the| 
seeds, which it will smother and destroy, And | 
here it may be observed that in transplanting 

every description of vines, plants and bushes, 

wether ornamental or fruitiferous, mulching 

with some appropriate material ought neyer 

to be neglected. Straw, or tanners’ bark, or 

dry leaves from the forest, answer well for 

this purpose. Gooseberries may also be prop- 

agated in this manner and to any extent de- 

sired, Those'who have soil for the purpose, 

ought by no means to neglect their cultivation, 

The fruit is valuable, 


GooseBerny bushes should not be allowed 
to make top much new wood. Closeness in 
the sods often promotes, if it does not produce 
disease. If you have new bushes to set out, 
select @ place for them where they will have 
the advantage of a free circulation of air, and| 
not be in theshade, The frequent application 
of salt about the reots has been found very 
advantageous to this species of shrub, caus- 


ing it to fruit well and thickly, and acting as 
4 preventive of mould or mildew, 


Pasrperny AMD Biackuerny Busugs are 
to be manured with a compost of forest mould, 
muck and house ashes during the firet two 
years after they were transplanted.

It is hard for those whose duty it is, wheth- 
er in the relation of parent, guardian, or teach- 
er, to persuade boys to believe in the days of 
their childhood and youth, that, as is the boy, 
so will be the man. 
the character of boyhood is the foundation of 
future manhood. If the boy be truthful and 
dutiful, industrious and virtuous, reverent 
and obedient, honest and just, persevering 
and loving, faithful and truthful, patieht 
and chaste, temperate and sober, though not 
dull and melancholly—loving his book or 
some useful employment better than the com- 
pany of idle companions, loving school as the 
best place, home excepted, and regarding his 
teacher next to his parents, as his greatest 
benefactor—such a boy, and what boy under 
ordinary circumstances may not be such a 
boy, will surely make a man in the true sense 
of the word, 

It was a very common custom some years 
ago in Massachusetts and Connecticut, for 
the minister of the town or parish to receive 
boys into his family and fit them for College 
or professional life. There was one such min- 
ister in‘Massachusetts—who insti ucted a large 
number of boys, and while they were with 
him kept a journal, in which he recorded the 
general outlines of their characters. Several 
years after he left off teaching, and when 
time had carried these boys, such as lived, 
into the active scenes and employments of busy 
life, he said that he was forcibly struck with 
the fact, that in nearly every case, as was the 
boy, now is the man. 


The following fact was related a few years 
agoin apublic meeting, by anoldteacher. In 
his preparatory course, he said there were 
two boys altending the same Academy, with 
apparently the same opportunities to rise to 
eminence and distinction, One of these boys, 
he said, paid very little attention to anything 
but his books and teachers—was always in 
his place, and ready to recite when called up- 
on for his lesson. ‘The other wus not fond of 
his b.oks, nor school; and if there was a 
party, or ball, wwithin inviting distance, he 
was always sure to get an invitation, and just 
as sure never to send a regret—consequently 
very popular among those ladies and others 
who scarcely know how to pass off their time 
without these andsimilaramusements, ‘lime 


Or, in other words, that! 


passed on. ‘The boys left the Academy; the 
former went to College, graduated with high 
honor, studied law, was sent to Congress, and 
was finally appointed Judge of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. And while he 
was thus enjoying the honors justly bestowed 
upon him as the fruit of a well spent boy~ 
hood, his former dancing and party-going, and 
pleasure-hunting companion had also tound 
his place. And boys, where do you think it 
was? Yon shall hear. He was employed as 
street scavenger in a country village not far 
from the metropolis of New England, — 
Thus you see that whatsoever a boy soweth, 
that shall he also reap even in this life—to 
say nothing of that which is to come, 

The late Governor Ritner, of the Key Stone 
State, waz, when a boy, apprenticed to a farm- 
er; and what do you think his old master 
said when he heard that Ritner was made 
Governor by the votes of the people? The 
remark was, “Yes; Joseph was always a good 
boy.” 

President Fillmore, when a boy, was ap- 
prenticed toa clothier. After learning his 
trade, his ambition prompied him to study 
law. His master remarked that he was very 
foolish to do go,‘ for,” said he, ‘ Fillmore 
was the beat journeyman in the shop."

AMPUALS, AND THEIR CULTIVATION. 
Cavanprinia.—The ornamental species be- 
longing to the genus Calandrinia are mostly 
natives of South America, and like the Mig- 
nunette are shrubby plants there, though with 
us, and also in Europe, they are treated as 
annuals. The name Calandrinia was given to 
this genus in honor of L. Calandrini, an Ital- 
ian botanist. Few flowers have a more strik- 
ing effect than the little Calandrinia speciosa, 
with its brilliant dark crimson flowers peep- 
ing out from its thick and beautiful bed of 
leaves. The flowers openin the morning, and 
present as rich a mass of foliage and flowers 
as can be desired ; but by three o'clock in the 
afternoon every little flower is closed. With 
the exception of the early closing of the pe- 
tals, this epecies deserves to be generally cul- 
tivated, as nothing can exceed the rich vel- 
vety look of the flowers, It is quite hardy, 
a true annual, and ripens its seeds in great 
abundance. It isa native of Northern UVali- 
fornia, whence its seeds were sent to England 
in 1832, by Douglas. It should be sown in 
dry and exposed situations, where it can have 
abundance of light and heat ; as the situation 
in which Douglas found it was a hot, dry 
bank. It requires very little water, and flour- 
ishes best in weather when most other plants 
are burnt up. It is well adapted for rock- 
work, It may be sown two or three times 
during the season, and at any time trom April 
to July, 

Tux Matorz Granpirtors,or large-flowered 
Malope, is really one of the must showy an- 
nusle that adorn our garden.

EDITORIAL. 
THE TONGUE. 


The tongue is a very unruly member, and 
often gets us into unexpected difficulties. We 
are too incautious in our general remarks, and 
do not weigh sufficiently the opinions we ex- 
press. In conversation with others, about 
matters of small moment, we talk too freely, 
and our expréssions are misunderstood, os 
the very points we wish to avoid, because we 
are so fond of giving license to the tongue. 

We have often been amused, and perhaps 
instructed, by the conversation of parties, 
when arguing a point, of no sort of import- 
ance; the last word seemed to be the controll- 
ing principle, and the tongue runs on without 
restraint, and generally ends in such cases, 
in a decided quarrel. ° 

We should never bo too sanguine in an 
opinion, unless the evidence of its truth is ac- 
tually before us, and tven then, we should 
bridle the tongue, and keep it within bounds. 
No doubt many of our readers can call to 
mind the loss of friends, and interruptions of 
neighborly intercourse, by the too trequent 
* use of careless expressions, which by thought 
and proper guard of the tongus, might have 
been avoided. In all these outbreaks of tem- 
per, with the too free use of the tongue, the 
after reflections bring sad regrets, and often 
sorrow. , 

How cautious we should be in our expres- 
sions of personal character, around our homes, 
children draw strange inferences from what 
they hear from,parents. The ear of children 
is ever ready to listen, when the parent speaks. 
The words with excited actions, take dcep 
root in the youthful mind, and the impression 
like a stain upon the leaf of the opening rose, 
spoils its beauty and loses its attraction. 
Home, sweet home, should be made the sa- 
cred spot of domestic joy, and what brighter 
gemsto sparkle in that circle than gentle 
minds, and pure examples. Families would 
grow up. and as the mind developes its beau- 
ties, these examples and precepts would bend 
it within the true path of a Christian life, and 
those strong impressions made by the worthy 
actions and expressions of parents, would sus- 
tain it through life. 

We are very incautious in the expressions 
of our opinions in public, and much too ready 
in volunteering them on occasions in which 
we have no interest, and this leads us into 
difficulty with others, where we least expect 
it. Amongst stringers we make ourselves a 
laughing stock, and still our propensity for 
talking is so great, that we are no sooner re- 
covered from one foolish act, than we give 
loose to our tongue in another; our position 
in such cases is anything but agreeable, 

We rememter some years since, while pass- 
ing through a town in this State, in staging time, 
soon after a powder mill had blown up, when 
the conversation of the passengers turned upe 
on the event; two of the passengers, young 
men, were very free in their remarks about 
the owners, stating that they were blown up 
with the mill, and had cheated everybody, 
with along list of bad acts. During this con- 
versation, two individuals seemed to enjoy 
the scene, and we discovered by their looks 
ind actions, that they were interested in these 
remarks, They joined in with the young 
men, and drew out of them alk they knew, 
and perhaps much more. 

After this, came the segue! ; the two individ- 
uals were the very two owners of the mill, 
and were on their way to the city for mate- 
rials to rebuild the powder mill, When they 
made themselves known, the reaction was a 
powerful one, These young men learned a 
lesson, which, we think they must have car- 
ried through life. We pitied them, for all 
they had said was untrue, and was the result 
of the foolish propensity of talking without re- 
flection. The oviners of the mill very calmly 
rebuked the parties for their reckless disposit- 
fon to slander private character, and that too, 
without even knowing the parties or circum- 
stances, They were silent the remainder of 
the journey. How much trouble arises iv 
society from canses like this, 

We never lieten to these rendom express- 
ions, without remembering the scene in the 
stage coach thirty years ago. .If we wish to 
avoid one of the great troubles of life, bridle 
bhe tongue. ;

Irnuotpgrs Licensss.—The Board of Al- 
dermen of Boston licensed at their meeting on 
Monday, three persens as victua;lere and sev- 
en persons as innholders; among the latter 
the keepers of the Revere and Tremont, Ex- 
change Coffee House, Fourth Ward House, 
American House and Merrimack Touse,— 
These licenses differ from those granted to 
innlulders last year, in this respect. The li- 
censes last year read, that the party named 
was licensed to sell at his place of business, 
intoxicating liquors, in his character of inn- 
holder, In the present licenses, all that part 
whicn gives him authority to sell intoxicating 
liquors, is stricken out. The Revised Stat- 
utes, chapter 47, say that “ every innholder 
shall at all times be furnished with suitable 
provisions and lodgings, for the refreshment 
and entertainment of travellers.’ This sec- 
tion, it is said, is not repealed by the new 
law. The innholders license, it is held, gives 
authority to the landlord to furnish ardent 
episite when called for by any of hie board- 
ers, but does not suthorise the sale of the 
same at @ bar to the public generally,

She con- 
nected with the Brother Jonathan, and brought 
200 passenzers and a considerable amount of 
gold. By this arrival we have the news of 
the entire destruction of the seamer S. 8, 
Lewis, which was intended to run between 
this port and Liverpool, She was on her 
passage from San Juan to San Francisco, with 
the passengers, 385 in number, which left 
New York on the 10th of March, in the Pro- 
metheus, She struck, in a fog, near the spot, 
where the steamship Tennessee, «f the same 
line, struck a few months since and made 
shipwreck. The passengers of the 8. 8. 
Lewis were all saved. There seems to be a 
fatality attending this Nicaraguaroute ‘Tie 
8. 5S, Lewis is the third large steamer which 
has been lost by this company within a few 
months, It is very natuful to infer that there 
must be some defect in the management of its 
affairs, 

The news from California is said to be gen- 
erally unimportant. The items of interest 
given are; that the ateamer Jenny Lind ex- 
ploded, at the head of the bay, blowing out 
her boiler plate, and killing 18 and scalding 
many others who will not probably survive. 
The killed and wounded are said to be mainly 
old residents of San Francisco, and among 
them were eight ladies. 

The Senate of California have listened to 
an earnest protest of the inhabitants of San 
Francisco, and have rejected the bill passed by 
the House of Representatives for the extension 
of the city into the bay. 

The small pox was raging at San Francisco, 
and many fatal cases are reported, 

The accounts from the im nes are quite sat- 
isfectory, the miners being actively and prof- 
itably employed. The amount of gold by the 
Panama steamer, to arrive, is estimated at 
over two millions of dollars.— Traveller,

RAILROAD DISASTER. 

The dreadful railroad disaster at Nor- 
walk, is the subject of very general remarks. 
It has aroused public opinion as to the neces- 
sity of some stringent laws to regulate the 
running of these railroad trains, and we hope 
this general excitement will not subside until 
some effectual remedy is adopted for the safe- 
ty of lives, The management of railways, 
being conducted on a cheap plan, is becoming 
too prevalent, and if not arrested, we may 
witness more accidents than the one at Nor- 
walk. “The man who can be hired for half price 
on & railroad, cares but little about the safe- 
ty of the passengers. Ie has no inducement 
to be vigilent. A competent man values his 
services high, and will not lower them ona 
level with cheap wages. The cividend aver- 
ice of the day absorbs all other considerations 
There must be strong Jaws to govern, and we 
are pleased to notice the movement in our 
Legislature, and those of several other States 
on the subject. 

Fifty-two dead bodies have been taken from 
the wreck of the cars, at Norwalk, and about 
twenty sustained more or less injury, some of 
these so severely bruised as not expected to 
live. It isan awful accident, beyond any- 
thing of the kind yet recorded. We can 
form nc real idea of the scene at the bridge. 
We read the various accounts with strong 
feelings of sympathy, and this is as far us te 
can go. The sufferers and their friends know 
the reality of this dreadful event. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury does not 
appear to us exactly what it should be. It is 
not prompt and decisive. If the cause of the 
diaster was the criminal recklessness of the 
engineer, why was he not responsible? 

The following is a report of the testimony 
o! the fireman and conductor: 

George Elner, fireman, sworn—I was fire- 
man on the train of yesterday; I have been 
on the train about thirteen months; all I 
know about it is that the draw was open and 
we ran off; I did not lopk a: the signal ; it is 
not my duty to look for it; when we got to 
the button factory, the engineer halloed to 
me, and I saw the draw was off; he whistled 
near the bridge; we were going slow as we 
ever do round that corner; the engineer blew 
no whistle to brake up the cars; were going 
from fifteen to twenty miles .per hour; if we 
had known it at the depot we could have 
stopped; I was near the abutment when I 
jumped; it takes about one minute and a 
half to go from the depot to the bridge; 1 
heard no orders given to the engineer by Mr. 
Comstock ; Mr. Comstock is not in the habit 
of giving orders to the engincer; I did no: 
sec the conductor after we left Stamford; I 
never fired for Mr, Tucker before yesterday ; 
I have seen engineers read on the train; I did 
not see Mr. Tucker read; I saw him put his 
head out of the widow just before nearing 
the sigr.al, and suppose he was looking for it; 
I left Norwalk yesterday afternoon; I saw 
Mr. Comstock just after the accident ; I have 
not seen him since. 3 

It was now desired that tle conductor 
should be examined, and, accordingly, the 


| jury proceeded to the house of Mr. Quintard, 


where he is at present, and found him able to 
give testimony. 

Charles lI. Comstock, conductor, sworn.— 
As wo went around the curve, I thought the 
engine would go down, but the train might 
be stopped; the engineer sounded the whistle 
after turning the curve, and the brakes were 
on; the train was going rt the rate of ten or 
twelve miles per hour; I was in the front 
passenger car; I consider that this bridge 
needs great care; I think it might not be pos- 
sible to stop the trsin, after turning the cor- 
ner, even if the train had stopped at Nor- 
walk; the engineer went down the day before 
with me; 1am not acquainted with his hab- 
its; I did not give him any directions as to 
the speed of the care; no passenger applied 
to be set down at Norwalk. 

The testimony here closed for the day, and 
the jury adjourned to meet at 9 o'clock, Mon- 
day morning, May 11th. 

Vervict of the Coroner's Jury.—The Coron- 
er's Jury brought in their verdic: at 10 
o'clock last night. After detailing all the 
facts in the case, they camo to the conclusion 
that the immediate cause of the diaster was 
the criminal recklessness of the engincer in 
charge of the train, though they do not think 
the entire responsibility rests upon him. 

In relation tothe rumor in circulation, in 
regard to the directions given by the conduct- 
orto the engineer as to the rate of speed he 
should pass through Norwalk, the jury say 
that after the moat careful inquiry they do 
not hesitate to pronounce them sheer fabrica- 
tions.

HORN POND MOUNTAIN. 

This is a beautiful eminence. It lies ro- 
mantically situated to the 8. W. of a charm- 
ing little sheet of water, from which it derives 
its name. From the border of the Pond it 
rises in gentle slopes, heavily timbered with 
pine, trees tower up abruptly and as abruptly 
terminate beyond. It seems to have been 
the result of volcanic heavings, which occurred 
ages ago, when masses of trap were thrown 
out and piled up for our benefit and conven- 
ience. 

There is nothing remarkable about it, save 
its locality, and though, as an eminenc>, it 
scarce deserves its name, still it is valuable 
for the prospect it affords. On the south slope 
the timber has been recently removed, and it 
oppears rough and romantic enongh, but from 
the cliffs a most magnificent view is presented. 
Your eye sweeps the horizon for more than 
240 degrees, At your feet spreads out a broad 
cultivated plain; farther on the blue waters 
of Mystic Pond glisten in the sun, and still 
farther the cold, grey monument of Bunker 
Hill, with spires and tall ehimneys, marks the 
horizon. You count more than eight towns ; 
you note many goodly edifices ; you see many 
a little pond, and as you gaze at the beauties 
of the landscape, a feeling, somewhat of the 
grand, the majestic, steals over you, and well 
rewarded do you feel for the effort in climbing 
up the steep. 

Many of our citizens spend much time, 
money and pains to sce sights abroad, but 
here is a view tl.at cannot be purchased every- 
where. To the north, on the other side, the 
view is equally extensive. The mountains of 
our Stute are clearly seen, and on favorable 
occasions the White Hills appear. 

There is a curiosity upon this mountain, I 
have never seen menti ned in print—‘*The 
Indian Corn Cracker'’—which consists of a 
circular vertical cavity, hollowed in the solid 
trap rock. It is about a foot and a half in 
depth and a foot in diameter, So accurately 
fashioned, and smoothly wrought ésit, that it 
seems to have been the work of man, and 
tradition has it that it was used by the old 
Indian Squaws to pound their corn in—henco 
the name, My impression is, that it was 
formed in the same manneras the ‘pot holes’ 
in the Connecticut River—that is by the long 
and constant rotation of stune on its axis— 
kept in motion by water. Be this as it may, 
it is certainly areal curiosity, well worth the 
visit, and any boy can point it out. 

This old retreat is always open. Here you 
find the quiet of the forest, and can be refreshed 
by crystal waters, the singing of birds, and 
the pleasures of the eye. Let us patronize it, 
explore its dells and grottoes, and delight in 
its forest, cliffs and steeps, h.

Dr. John Boutel’e, of Edgecomb, Maine,died at his ree- 
idence, April 30, 1853, aged 70 yearsand one month. He 
left Woburn on his return from visiting the vicinity of his

30) ho died ina field without a groan or a struggle. He

THE FRUIT GARDEN AND ORCHARD. 
All fruit trees must be trained low, in this 
climate. The protection of the stem and main 


branches, and the shading of the soil in which | 


the roots find their support, from the power- 
“ful rays of the sun, are absolutely necessary 
to the production of fruit. This is to be ef- 
fected only by training the trees with a low 
head, and encouraging a thrifty growth, We 
have this well exemplified in the native for- 
est trees. When forest-grown their united 
heads afford an ample shade. But if standing 
alone, every tree protects its own stem and 
roots, throwing out low and wide spreading 
branches for the purpose. And this is espec- 
ially the case with the magnolia, beech, &c., 
which in their smooth and glossy bark, re- 
semble the fruit trees. 
“The complaint occasionally made, that 
budded peach trees very often bear but a scan- 
ty crop, and are short lived when compared 
with chance seedlings, arises, we believe from 
the practice of budding at a height of three or 
four feet from the ground, by which a long 
stem is exposed to the sun. ‘The bark on the 
south side is absolutely baked, the sap reaches 
the leaves and fruit in an unhealthy condition ; 
layers of new wood cannot be formed under 
the bark, and that side of the tree ultimately 
dies, The seedling, on the other hand, is al- 
lowed, most commonly, to throw up a num- 
ber of shoots from the ground or near it, one 
of which shades another. It is also saved the 
injury that the worked tree, procured trom 
the nurseries, is too often exposed to in the 
careless lifting and packing, and transportation 
to a distance. The apple, too, suffers from 
the same exposure of its stem tothesun; and 
hence the frequent spotting and rotting of tl.c 
fruit—which, however, is also occas oned by 
the fruit being left on the tree after it is ripe, 
many kinds retaining their hold upon the tree 
ia this climate, which would drop to the 
ground to the northward, The pear guffers 
less from the cause in question than most 
other fruits, When thus exposed, it covers 
its naked and exposed etem either with a for- 
est of suckers and sprouts,or with a rough scal- 
ing bark, which however, is also formed at 
times even when the tree is sufficiently pro- 
tected from the sun, but is evidence, we think 
that the tree is not in a perfectly healthy cous 
dition,’ —Horticulturist.

THE QUINCE, 

The quince trees throughout a large extent 
of country have for several years, at least, 
been infested by an insect apparently of the 
moth species, Of the natural history, or even 
the existence of this minute animal, I have 
seen no notice whatever. The effects of its 
ravages, however, have been observed with 
disappointment and vexation by many a mat- 
ton whose hopes of a full supply of this fruit 
have been sorely disappointed, 

The presence of the enomy ts usually indi- 
catedwhen the fruit is ubout half grown. 
The leaves of the tree lose their freshness and 
as6UIN6 B russerty, reddish brown @ppearance, 
The growing shoots uro feoble, with small 
leaves often curled at their edges, and soon 
cease to grow. ‘The fiuit hecomos affected, 
grows but slowly, it at all, and much of it 
falls off before maturity: Even that which 
remains on the trees till Sutumn, is defective 
and‘almost worthless, 

In searching for the cause of these effects, I 
have'discovered a yery small grey, or yellow - 
ish grey fly, or moth, mottled with specks or 
sui eo ut a darkes color, 1 huve not yet de-

“COUNTRY LIFE. 


We often hear our Boston friends ask, ‘‘are 
you not lonesome in the country?’ implying 
the iden that there are no objects of attraction 
in a country life; that all must te dull and 
void of thoxe enjoyments, which are to be 
found in a great city. 

It is perhaps fortuhate that people are no‘ 
all of one mind. 
to live 1 country life, and woe should be with- 
out acity; or all would desire to liveina 
city, and none to inhabit the country. The 
present state of society well sustains the old 
adage, that ‘many men have many minds,’ 
and as ‘' variety is charming” it is all ordered 
for the best, that people should differ in taste 
as well as in opinions. But there is one idea 
which we often find expressed by our city 
friends when they visit us country folks, 
which satisfies us that they have not lost the 
appreciation of the beauties and enjoyments 
of acountry lifé. It is discovered in their 
first expressions, after a survey 6f the garden, 
the sweet flowers and green foliage which 
surrounds them, ‘Oh, how beautiful!’’ evi- 
dently an exclamation from the heart,ind 
proof that the brick and mortar, the artificial | 
enjoyments, the real toils and anxieties of a | 
city life, have no solid foundations for the 
beautiful. 5 


Our friends talk of the comforts of a city | 


life, that they can enjoy the society of friends, 


can see and hear all that is attractive, and in | 


that busy haunt of aheterogencous multitude 
of human beings which inhabit cur cities, they 
can find pleasure, and enjoyments far exceed- 
ing what can be realized in a country life; 
and yet they admire our cottages, our rural 
retreats, the fresh air from our hills, and the 
evening walk in our winding paths along the 
valleys; in these they find the real enjoyments 
which go to the heart. The excitements of a 
city life, are stimulated by artificial inven- 
tions, which must be daily renewed or they 
become sta/e and are succeeded by ennui. | 
We do not mean to say that there are no 
comforts and enjoyment to be realized ina 


city, it would be strange if there were not. | 


We speak generally of false impressions, 
of a conntry life, formed by many persons, 
whose feelings may be attracted by the influ- 
ences of a * bustling life,’’ and a little tinctur- 
ed, perhaps, with prejudice. 

We remember many years’ since, before 
railroads were thought of, that a young lady 
of Boston was invited to an afternoon ride in 
the country, After her return from a ten 
mile’s ride, she was asked how she liked the 
country. ‘Oh,’’ said she, ‘(I admired it, 
but I had no idea that it extended so far !"" 

We wish our city fricnds would pay a visit 
to Woburn now, while the beauties of nature 
are coming forth in all their attractions. ‘The 
green leaves of the forest trees, the white and 
varied blossoms of the rich orchard, the green 
carpet of the wide-spread fields, the wild 
flowers of the woods, the sweet songs of the 
robin, and the thousand feathered songstcrs, 
that play around our dwellings, together with 
the generous and solid welcome of country 
Jriends, would convince them that there are 
comforts and happiness in a country life, not 
to be found within their own homes in a pent 
up city.

» Dzar Sixn:—I am confident that there are | * 
many of your lady readers, and perhaps 
many of the other sex, who are puzzled 
among the many new manures, and having 
failed with some, and injured their plants 
with others, they end by raising only sickly 
end mengre plants, when they might have 
them presenting a luxurious and satisfactory 
appearance, with leaves of the darkest green, 
and flowers or fruit of double the usual size. 

Having made a trial for three years past, 
with a perfectly safe and satisfactory liquid 
fertilizer, which appears to suit all kinds of 
vegetation, which is clean and easily applied. 
Iconfidently recommend it to your readers, es- 
pecially those who wish to give especial pains 
to, and get uncommon results from, cortain 
favorite plants, either in pots or in the open 

garden, plants whose roots are within such a 
moderate compass, that they can be reached 
two or three times a week, if not oftener by 
the watering pot. 

This liquid fertilizer is made: by dissolving 
half an ounce of sulphate of ammonia ina 
gallon of water. 

Nothing so good.can be cheaper, and the 
substance may be obtained at almost any 
apothecary'’s. 

Now for the mode of using it. I may say, 
at the outset, that weak aos this solution ap- 
pears to be, and is, if plants are watered with 
it daily, they will dic, just as certainly as the 
man who drinks nothing but pure brandy. 

The right way to apply it is to water tho 
plant with this solution every sixth time; tho 
other five times with plain water. 

The result will, I am sure, both delight and 
surprise every person who will make a trial of 
it. It has become such an indispensable 
thing with me, that I regularly mix a barrel 
of it every Friday, and use it on Saturday, 
upon any plants that I particularly wish to 
invigorate and stimulate. I do not knowthat 
I have seen a single instance of its disagree- 
ing with any plant,—ammonia being the uni- 
versal fo@ of vegetation. Of course, the 
more rapid growing plants, thcse with foliage 
that perspire a great deal, are most strikingly 
benefitted by it. Of course, also, plants that 
are at rest, or not in a growing state, should 
not be fed with it; butany plant that is about 
starting, or is actually in a growing state, 
will not fail to be wonderfully improved by 
is. Many plants that have fallen into a sick- 
ly state by reason of poor or worn out soil, 
will, usually, in the course of a month, take 
quite another aspect, and begin to develope 
rich, dark green foliage.

Thousands ef people who herve lived in, 
or visited New England's metropolis within 
the past three years, will recollect with what 
ndmiration they stood before the window of a 
picture dealer and frame manufacturer in 
Court Street, and gazed upon one of Drew's 
beautiful marine pieces, where, in the midst 
of a wild, terrible storm a‘ sea, a dismasted 
and water-logged slip is seen, with the mad,

Near the disabled ship lies, hove to, a mag- 
nificent Baltimore-built bark, under the small- 
est possitlo amount of sail, while, almost 
down to the wreck, is seen a tiny boat, 
manned by six brave fellows, in red flannel 
shirts, canvass trousers, and tarpaulin hats, 
bending as if their own lives depended upon 

j every stroke, to their supple onk blades, and 
sending their gallant little craft climbing up 
the foam-wreathed hill-side, or plunging 
headlong down the liquid ravine, despite the 
howling blast and mad, yelling surges, 

In the stern sheets of the boat, stands a tall, 
atheletic figure, his eyes, which you can see 
the color of, even in the distance, fairly flash- 
ing with excitement; while in his  shirt- 
sleeves, his arms bared to the elbow, his hat 
blown far away to leeward by the gale, his 
hair streaming out like ten thousand tiny 
pennsnts, his right hand gresping the boat's 
helm with a fierceness that causes the brawny 
muscies to stand out in relief like writhing 
serpents, and his left outstretched, is waved to-

Shall I tell you that I saw the original of 
that picture? that I stood the deck of 
that gallant American bark, and watched with 
all a woman's eagerness and dread, with all a

My husband was much too cautious a nav- 
igater, and far too experienced a cruiser in 
those lattitudes, to neglect so palpable warn- 
ings as were given us in a hundred ways that 
to the inexperienced would have been unno- 
ticed, or noticed unheeded; so thet by the 
time we reached Point Indio, at daylight on 
the morning after we left the city, the bark 
was under close-recfed top-sails, all her light 
spars sent down, the gear unrove, everything 
moveable on deck secured with extra faster- 
ings, and, in short, every precaution that 
nautical skill or prudence could dictate, had 
been taken to secure the Madonna against an 
elemental surprise, 

It was well the precautions wete taken; for 
within twenty minutes after the captain had 
pronounced everything ship-shape, and just 
as the men were getting their breakfasts at 
the galley, one of those wild, yelling torna-

CALENDER FOR MAY. 


May is too busy a month to afford us much 
time in a description of its beauties. 
crowded with active duties for the husband- 
man, as it is active in vegetable and enimal 
life. Lagging will not answer now. Your 
plans being laid, and your implements in or- 
der, you go to work with good nature, with a 
stout heart and willing hands, and every stroke 
will tell. : 

Grafting.—There are thousands of old or- 
chards still remaining in New England, which 
would pay well for being newly worked over 
by plowing, manuring, pruning, scraping and 
grafting. If there isa healthy shell of four 
inches thickness, we consider the tree worth 
this labor. Many trees where the heart-wod 
is entirely gone, bear plentifully thrcugh 
many successive years. Fruit may be ob- 
tained from old trees in a much less time than 
it can be from young ones; beside, they are 
often old friends, have long served us well, 
and form a pleasant part of the landscape.— 
Do not, then, cut down the old trees. At 
least, grafted and well tended, they will pro- 
duce food for your cattle and swine more 
cheaply than you can produce potatoes, corn, 
or hay. ; 

In grafting, do not cut off the limbs the 
first year; in so doing you check its natura) 
forces and induce au unhealthy state. Besides, 
the suitable season for grafting is not the best 
time for pruning. Therefore cut off only the 
limbs to be grafted, and leave the others to 
shelter the young scions through the summer, 
and prune gradually afterwards. 

The Garden.—Examine, carefully, all the 
trees, shrubs, and plants in the garden, t2 sce 
that nothing exiets to obstruct their growth. 
Insects may have been sheltered on them 
through the winter, which can now easily be 
destroyed ; or moss may have gathered which 
must be rubbed off, and the trees washed with 
soft soap and water. 

Sow an abundance of seed for kitchen veg- 
etables; beets, parsnips, carrots, early turn- 
ips, lettuce, radish, cabbage, cauliflower, 
broccoli; also melons of various kinds; and 
if not done in April, set raspberries, currants, 
gooseberries and strawberries. All these 
fruits are cheaper and more wholesome in hot 
weather than a principal meat diet. Flesh is 
stimulating, while fruits are sufliciently nutri- 
tious, and are cooling under our hot summer 
suns. 

Screen the garden from the northeast and 
northwest winds by rows or clumps of pines 
-and cedars, or other evergreens, interspersed 
with the maple, birch, beech, or oak. ‘This 
will require no cash outlay to the farmer, and 
a little done every yegr will wonderfully im- 
prove and beautify the homestead. 

Pastures.— Unless these are extensive and 
varied, that is hil!y, and containing low, moist 
places, affording very early feed, it is a good 
plan to keep the cattle trom them till the first 
of June; the grass then becomes more vigor- 
ous—the roots gain a firmer hold, and conse- 
quently continue stronger through the season. 
Pastures fed close early in the season are 
worth but little during the dry, hot months. 

Soiling Cattle.— Sow southern corn this 
month to be cut for early fodder. An half 
acre devoted to this purpose will help out 
your pastures wonderfully—and the increased 
product of your cows more than pay the cost 
of labor. Then continue sowing weckly, un- 
til July, and you will be able to keep up a 
large flow of milk. 

The Corn Crop.—Remember the old adage, 

“When oaks look gray 
Plant night and day.” 

Plow deep, pulverize and manure well, and 
then let it be wet or dry, you will rarely fail 
of obtaining a good crup of corn,—one of the 
most substantial and profitable crops of New 
England. We have retained, in our practice, 
many of the English modes of cultivation, 
and among others that of Ailing corn, and 
perhaps ell the hoed crops. In «@ climate 
where moistuse is redundant, this practice 
may prove beneficial; but under our burning 
suns of July and August, and with the usual 
drouth attending those months, the practice is 
evidently abad one, Let the cultivation be 
deep, mellow, and level, and we presume the 
crop will do better on # level cultivation, 

Corn is valuable for houseliold purposes, 
and for every sort of stock ; is suited to our 
climate and most of our soils, and if accurate 
accounts axe kept, will be found « profitable

The little town Alibash lies prettily situat- 
ed on the coast of the Atlantic, in the State of 
M——.

They know, 
and care but little about the enticing ways of 
the great world; indeed, most never ven- 
tured but a few miles from their precincts, 
To be sure, sometimes a trim sloop would 
find ite way to the metropolis, and when it 
returned would bring tidings of strange 
things to the good people of Alibash ; but 
such an occurrence was very rare, and of most 
overwhelming importance. ‘To tell the truth, 
nobody knew much about this little town- 
ship.

Such was Alibash, beautiful in situation, 
roinantic in scenery, and lovely in purity.— 
But its peace was socn to be broken. In an 
unlucky hour, one of the thousand money 
grabbers, who are wont to grovel in cities, 
happened, on a country tour, to fall upon 
Alibash. His mammon eye quickly saw how 
he might fill his coffers. He determined to 
make it a fashionable watering place. LBetore 

a year had elapsed, a commodious hotel was 
completed, and the poor little town of Ali- 
bash was trumpeted through the length and 
breadth of the land, as the resort for the sea- 
son ‘The village was overrun with pleasure 
seekers, In fact, the digciple of mammon 
had most abundantly succeeded, 

In an obscure part of the township, there 
dwelt an humble fisherman, ‘Though he had 
poverty, yet he had that most precious of 
earthly possession, a happy family. It was 
bound together by affection,—only three in 
all, himself, wife, and daughter. She was 
sweet sixteen, just merging from girlhood. 
Our heroine--we'll call her Bessie—was of a 

sremarkably lively and romantic disposition 
‘The sober duties of the household were al) 
‘irksome to her, and nothing gratified her 
-mMore than to accompany her father on his 
;fishing excursions. When with him she did 
not set idly on the thwarts of the skiff. No» 
not she; but though in the eyes of a city 
belle it might seem t' e height of rompishness, 
yet she pulled the graceful oar or held the 
trembling tiller. And then how she would 
sing ; all the simple melodies her guileless 
heart knew ; these were poured forth in wild, 
gushing strains, when they were alone on the 
. ‘waters. She was not beautiful, nor was she 
uncomely. Her heart was right, and happi- 
ness lighted up every feature. These long 
excursions were a source of anxiety to the 
mother, andthe father was persuaded to build 
boat, particularly for Bessie, so that she 
-might go alone and make little trips, under 
the maternal eye. 

One pleasaut summer's day, she came run- 
ning in to her mother, with a light paddle in 
her hand, and said, “ O, mother! won't you 
let me go to that pretty island in the harbor? 
It is so pleasant, and you know father said | 
could sail anywhere in my boat ?’’ 

** You may go, my duughter,’’ was the re- 
ply, ‘‘ but be sure to come back before ark." 

It was but a short time when Bessie might 
have been seen swiftly paddling through the 
rich blue waters of the harbor, and here was 
escene for a painter, The little green boat, 
with ite streak of white, ind its owner's 
name blasing on the stern, and then its prec- 
ious burdep, clad in white, shaded by a broad 
gipeey hat; her arms encircled by no brace- 
Aets, her fingers by no rings, her graceful 
ringlets confined by no fixtures, and untwist- 
ed into barbarous shapes; herself all joyous 
in overflowing spirits, and lovely in simplici- 
ys then the arched vault of heaven, blend- 
ing ite clowdless blue with that of the swell- 
ing weves, Having geined the isle, the skiff 
was moored and she sought the shade, In 
gethering aud drawing flowers, in bpthing 
hands end fect in the cool waters, and in 


picking up pobbles and shells op the shore, 
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she soon grew awenry and fell asleep, It was 
not long that she slept. Shrieks rang thro’ 
the grove, and terrible cries rent the air. She 
started up; the gentle breeze had become a 
gale, the heavens were dark ; still those fear- 
ful cries! Hastily she unmocred her boat 
and paddled along the shore, and there was a 
little bark beating on some treacherous rocks. 
It had a party of ladies and gentlemen from 
the "Hotel.’’ The ‘boat was filling, and the 
women were in despair. There was no time 
to be losi. Bessie waited not a moment, but 
boldly struck cut into the billows. By her 
skill she managed to gain the party without 
shipping much water. In their despair, they 
all made ready to rush into the boat. Fortu- 
nately, our heroine observed this, for her lit- 
tle skiff could convey but three persons at 
the farthest, much less the eager six. She 
then raised her paddle threateningly, and 
cried with all the fierceness she could com- 
mand, * Only two at‘a time; the rest must 
bide their turn.’’ Cowered by such unexpect- 
ed determination, they restrained their im- 
petuous demonstrations, and the two selected 
were safely conveyed to the isle. Once, and 
again, and still again she sately came and 
went, until all were safe. Her fortitude sus- 
tained her well till all was over, when she 
suddenly fainted, and was only kept alive but 
by the most strenuous efforts. Fortunately, 
the fisherman appeared who had been des- 
patched by the careful mother, at the upris- 
ing of the storm. Ie conveyed her and the 
rescued to his own house, where every thing 
needful was provided, 


The courage of our Bessie, thus manifest- 
ed, rendered her worthily renowned. Every 
attention was shown her, and many a wooer 
bowed at her fect. But she has never left 
her parents, preferring the obscurity of Ali- 
bash to the fume of the proud city. R. 


There is something so striking and impres- 
sive intheidea of a human creature being 
doomed to wander per; etually over the earth, 
restless, and without hope of rest, deprived 
of the prospect of peace, which the grave 
holds out to all other terrestrial beings, fated 
to outlive cvery social tie, and to see genera- 
tion after generation, of descendants, it may 
be, passing away successively from before his 
eyes—there is something so striking in the 
idea of such a lot, that it is no wonder, man- 
kind should haye had their interest strongly 
excited by the legend of the Wandering Jew, 
and that thesubject should have been a favor- 
ite one with the lovers of poetry and romance. 
To fanatacism and imposture, the fiction has 
held out equal temptations. At various pe- 
riods since the commencement of the Chris- 
tiun era, individuals have assuined the char- 
acter of tle Wandering Jew, and have suc- 
ceeded in attracting notice, and gaining™red- 
ence, toa greater or less extent, from their 
wondering contemporaries, 

It is extremely probable that this legend 
had its origin in the words used by Christ to 
the Apostle Peter, on the latter asking what 
would become of Johr, the disciple whom 
Jesus loved. The answer: ‘If will that 
he tarry till I come, what is that to thee :’— 
In consequence of this expression, we are 
told, the saying went abroad among the 
brethren, that that disciple should +o die.” 
Although itis expressly pointed out, in the 
reinainder of the same passage, that the lan- 
guage of Christ could not properly bear any 
such meaning; yet the conclusion of * the 
brethren,” strangely modified and misapplied, 
seems to have been adopted by the primitive 
Christians, to have become intermingled with 
their traditions, and finally to have taken the 
form of the legend of the Wandering Jew. 
This, in its carly or original shape, is detail- 
ed by Mathew Paris, monk of St. Albans, 
who flourished in the thirteenth century, 
The story was current before his day, in 
England and elsewhere, but he was probably 
the first who regularly chronicled all the par- 
ticulars. In 1928, the monk informs us, an 
Armenian archbishop came to England, to 
visit the shrines and relics preserved in our 
churches, Being entertaine! at the monas- 
tery at St. Albans, this ecclesiastical dignita- 
ry was anxiously interrogated as to the relig- 
ious condition of his country, and among 
other questions, a mot k who sat near him in- 
quired, ‘if he had ever seen or heard of the 
famous person named Joseph, who was 60 
much talked of, and who had been present at 
our Loid’s crucifixion, and conversed with 
Him, and who was still alive in confirmation 
of the Christian faith.” The archbishop 
answered, that ‘‘the circumstunces were all 
true,’ and, alterwards one of his train, inter- 
preting the archbishop’s words, told them, in 
French, that his lord knew the person they 
spoke of very well; that the latter had dined 
with his lord but a little while belore they 
left the East; that the man hud been Pontius 
Pilato's porter, by name, Cartaphilus, who, 
when they were dragging Jesus out of the 
door of the Judgment Hall, struck him with 
his fist on the back, saying, ‘Go faster, Je- 
sus; go faster; why dost thou linger?’ Up- 
on which, Jesus looked at him with a frown, 
and said; ‘I indeed am going, but thou shat 
barry till I come /'' Boon alter this event, Car- 
taphilus, by his own account, was converted, 
and baptized by the name of Joseph. He 
lives fosever; but atthe ead of every hun- 


— a 


dred years he falls into a severe illness, and 
ultimately into a fit or trance, on recovering 
from which he finds himself in the same state 
of youth which he was in when Jesus suf- 
fered, being then about thirty years of age. 
He remembers all the circumstances attending 
the crucifixion and resurrection, the compos- 
ing of the apostles’ creed, their preaching 
and dispersions, and is himself a very grave 
and holy person. 


Such is the story of the Wandering Jew, 
astold by Matthew Paris, who was alive at 
the time of the Armenian’s visit to St. Al- 
bans, and who, there can be no doubt, relates 
the circumstances as they came from the 
mouths of the strangers, The deception lay, 
itis probable, not with the Armenians, but 
with the party who had passed himself off 
upon them as the porter of Pontius Pilate 
thereby insuring much good entertainment, 
doubtless, as well as unbounded reverence, 
from the followers of the church in the East. 
As Pythagoras, a very wise and clear-headed 
man, entertained the notion of his having 
personally gone through several existences on 
earth, so itis possible that the Wandering 
Jew of the Armenian archbishop may himself 
have labored under a delusion. But the 
probability is on the other sice; and the 
same conclusion may be drawn, without 
much uncharitableness, respecting the nu- 
merous persons who at later periods have 
personated the erratic Hebrew. There were 
considerable variations in the stories which 
these persons told of themselves, For exam- 
ple, one who appeared at Hamburg, about the 
year 1547, declared himself to have been a 
shoemaker in Jerusalem, at the time of the 
crucifixion, A ballad, quoted by Bishop 
Percy, from the Pepys Collection, details the 
particulars of the Hamburg imposter’s nar- 
rative. The following verses give the main 
thread of the story: 

When as in faire Jerusalem, 
Our Saviour Christ did live, 
And for the sins of all the worlde 
His own dear life did give; 
The wicked Jews with scoffes and scornes 
Did daily him molest. 
That never till he left his life, 
Our Saviour could get rest, 
When they had crowned his head with thornes, 
And scourged him to disgrace, 
In scornful sort they led him forthe 
Upon hia dying pince ; 
His own dear cross lie bore himnsetfe, 
A burthen far too great, 


Which made him in the street to faint, 
With blood and water sweat. 


Being wearye thas, he sought for rest, 
To caso his burthened soule, 

Upon a stone; the which a wretch 
Did churlishly control; 

And sayd, * Awake, thou king of Jews, 
Thou shalt not rest thee here! * 

Pass on; thy exccution place, 
Thou seest, nowe draweth neare,’ 

And thereupon he thrust yim thence ; 
At which our Saviour sayd; 

© Jsure will rest, but thou shalt walk, 
And have no journey stayed’??? 


From this hour forward the ballad continues 
to say, this ‘cursed shoemaker" could find 
no finally, 
brought to conviction by his own fate, be- 


peace anywhere; and, being 
come a cunvert and a witness for the religion 


of him who had pronouncetl his doom, 
He hath passed through many a foreign place, 


Arabia, Egypt, Africa, 
Greece, Syra, and great ‘Thrace, 


And throughout all Hungaria: 

And lately in Bohemia, 
With many a German towne; 

And now in Flanders, as ‘tis thought, 
He wandereth upand down, 

Where learned men with him conferre 
Of those his lingering gayes, 

And wender much to hear him telle 
Ilis journeyes and his wayes.”? 

All the alms given to him, the ballad fur- 
ther says, he gave to the poor, and no man 
ever saw a laugh or a smile upon his face, 

The conference with learned men mention- 
ed in the ballad are no fiction of the min- 
strel’s brain, as we learn from the work called 
the ‘Turkish Spy,’ where an account is| 
given of the impression made on the Parisian | 
sayans by the appearance among them of | 
another Wandering Jew. Though the plan 
of this work is fictitious. like that of the) 
“ Citizen of the World," for example, yet the 
i-cidents narrated in it are in most instances 
real, and such is the case with the fo lowing 
story of the Wandering Jew, who figured in 
Paris about the year 1643:—‘* Here is a man 
come to this city, if he may be called a man, 
who pretends to have lived about these six- 
tcen hundred years, He says of himself that 
he was usher of the divan (the Jews call it 
the Court of Judgment) in Jerusalem at the 
time when Jesus, the Christian Messias, was 
condemned by Pontus Pilate, the loman 
President; that his name was Michob-Ader ; 
and that for thrusting Jesus out of the Hull, 
with these words; ‘Go, why tarriest thou?’ 
the Messias answered him again: ‘I go, but 
tarry thou till I come;’ thereby condemning 
him to live on till the day of judgment.’”’ 

Such was the accountgiven by this person- 
age of himself, He affected to heal diseases 
by a touch, and was deeply venerated both 
by the common people and others, ‘One 
day," gays the “Turkish Spy,” ‘I had the 
curiosity to discourse with him in several 
languages, and I found him master of all 
those that 1 could speak. He told me that 
there was scarce a true history to be found. 
He was in Rome, he said, when Nero set fire 
to the city, and saw him stand triumphing on 
the top of a hill to behold its flames. He 
sew Saladin’s return from his conquest in the 


East, when he caused a shirt to be carried on 
the top uf a spear, with this proclamation :— 
‘Saladin, lord of many rich countries, shall 
have no memorial left of all his glories when 
he dies, but only this poor shirt!" He knew 
Tamerlane, the Scythian, and told me that he 
was 80 called because he Was lame. He 
seemed to pity the insupportable calamity of 
Bajazet, whom he had seen carried about in a 
cage by Tamerlanc’s order. He knew Mo- 
hammed’s father very well, and had often 
been in his company at Ormus. He. had 
henrd the Emperor Vespasian say, when he 
understood the temple of Solomon was burnt 
to ashes, ‘he had rather all Rome had been 
set on fire.’"’ Here the old man fell a-weep- 
ing, himself lamenting the ruin of that noble 
structure, which he described to me as fa- 
miliarly os if he had seen it but yesterday. 

This was, the reader will admit, a goodly 
range of experience for any one to lay claim 
to. The appearance of this personator of 
Wandering Jew corresponded with this as- 
sumption. “By his looks, one would take 
him for a relic of the old world, or one of the 
long-lived fathers before the flood. To speak 
modestly, he may pass forthe younger br¢ ther 
of Time.” 

Another Wandering Jew, and one of equal 
learning, scems to have excited the wonder of 
the people of Venice, in the ycar 1687. This 
new one was more remarkable than the others, 
in as far as he is said to have made no boast 
of his antiquity, but to haye felt hutt, on the 
contrary, when it was accidentally discovered. 
“ This personage,” says the author of Hermip- 
pus Redivivus, “went by the name of Signor 
Gualdi. He remained at Venice aome months, 
and three things were remarked in his con- 
duct. The first was, that he had a small col- 
lection of fine pictures, which he readily 
showed to anybody that desired it; the next 
that he was perfectly versed in all arts and 
sciences, and spoke on every subject with such 
readiness and sagacity, as astonished all who 
heard him; and it was, in the third place, ob- 
served that he never wrote or reccived any 
letter; never desired any credit, or made use 
of bills of exchange, but paid for everything 
in ready money, and lived decently, though 
not in splendor.” The story then goes on to 
tell, that a Venetian nobleman, an admirable 
judge of paintings, was admitted to sce Gual- 
di’s selection, and adn.ired them excess- 
ively, At the close of the visit, the nobleman 
“cast his eye by chance over the chamber 
door, where hung a picture of the stranger 
(Gualdi.)'’ The Venetian Ivoked upon it,

BOSTON MERCANTILE LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION. 


We have received from the government of 
the above useful institution, the thirty-third 


annual report, in which we are pleased to tind 
the affairs of the institution are in excellent 
conditions, and its future prospects and use- 
fulness all that its friends desire. 

We take from the report the following 
items, showing its present position : 

‘The present number of members is 2215, 
besides honorary members. The Treasurer's 
report gives the receipts for the last year, 
ending April Ist, $7558.88. Expenditures, 
$7609. The united funds of the association 
amount to $19,250, besides a share in the 
Boston Atheneum. The Library contains 
13,626 volumes, comprising valuable works, 
with a long list of contributors. The reading 
room is stocked with 25 daily and 96 weekly 
papers, from all parts of our country, with 
Magazines of the day, both foreign and do- 
mestic. A course of lectures, the past year, 
netted a handsome sum. The report con- 
cludes with ar earnest wish for further aid to 
enable the institution to erect a suitable hall 
for its accommodation.” 

We have for many years been familiar with 
the great advantages, which the young men 
of Boston have derived from the Mercantile 
Library Association ; and we have not in exis- 
tence, at this present day, an institution 
which is capable of diffusing knowledge, and 
moral influence amongst the rising generatior., 
in so high a degree as the “ Boston Mercan- 
tile Library Association,’ and we consider it 
of the highest importance for all who wish 
well for the good of society, and more espec- 
ially the prominent and princg]y merchants of 
Boston, that they should sustain and encour- 
age this institution, which is building up, by 
its encouragement for learning and moral 
principles, one of the great pillars which stand 
out so prominent in the support and protec- 
tion of all that is honorable and just in the 
fair history of our country,—the ‘‘ Mercantile 
tntorests.”’ 

We may look abroad for examples of mer- 
cantile honor and integrity, and fancy that in 
some of the commercial mcrts of the old 
world, we'can discover principles which have 
guided the actions of men, creditable and 
worthy of all praise; high-sounding praises 
may come across the Atlantic, of honor and 
integrity amongst the commercial classes ; 
these. are all well; we feel all the pleasure 
and satisfaction derived from these reports ; 
they are beacon lights amidst the termoil of 
contending interests. 

In our own country, we find the elements 
of high mercantile honor and integrity, ex- 
isting in its noiscless and noble actions, run- 
ning through the daily intercourse of mer- 
chants, like the meandering stream that fer- 
tilises by its purity every blade of grass and 
flower that comes within its influence.

Portland on the Atlantic seaboard to the Can- 
ada line, thus bringing the grand terminus 
into the territory of the United States. It 
also contemplates a lease of the Ottowa Val- 
ley railroad, when built trom Montreal to 
Bytown. 

The whole line will be constructed on the 
broad or six foot gauge, so as to save tran- 
ehipment of goods; and under the bonded 
system, goods from foreign ports can be lond- 
ed into the cars at the seaboard, and trans- 
mitted through the United States to any part 
of Canada. A costly tubular bridge, similar 
to that over t’ e Menai Straits, in England, is 
to be erected across the St. Lawrenca at Mon- 
treal. 

The capital of the company in stock and 
bonds is nine and a half millions pounds 
sterling, or about forty-five million dollars. 
The Atlantic and St. Lawrence portion of the 
roud is now Mm running order from Portland to 


the line, and the other portions will be com 

pleted successively as fast os practicable. — 
This scheme, if carried out in the manner 
contemplated, will make the city of Portland 
a most flourishing and important seaport,

CALENDAR FOR JUNE. 

June is one of the fervid months; hot suns 
and drying winds usually prevail, and unless 
there are frequent showers, plants will begin 
to fail where careful cultivation is neglected. 
Much may be done to prevent this, by a fre- 
quent stirring of the soil, by mulching the 
young trees, shrubs, tomatoes and other 
plants, and an occasional watering of those 
considered the most valuable. When water- 
ing is resorted to, it should bo done liberally, 
wetting the ground thoroughly about the 
roots of the plant, and then omit for a few 
days. A frequent dribbling of water only 
wets a little below the surface which soon be- 
comes caked, and prevents the admission of 
air and atmospheric influences, : 

Those who are cultivating dwarf pears, or 
any young trees, will find much benefit from 
mulching ; it prevents excessive evaporation, 
and weeds from springing up; keeps the 
ground porous, and yet, if properly done. will 
admit heat sufficient for the vigorous growth 
of the plant. Coarse hay, straw, leaves, saw- 
dust, tan, fine brush, such as the tops of white 
birches, or fine chips from the door-yard, will 
answer a good purpose. It should be laid 
loosely, and not sv thick as to prevent the 
rays of the sun from reaching the ground. 

Tuz Garpen will require daily care, — 
Weeds will grow while you sleep, or take 
your ‘“nooning.”’ Give the garden a half 
hour's attention just after milking every 
morning. Fil) the waste corners with cab- 
bages for the cows; a few hundred heads may 
be raised in this way and the labor scarcely 
be felt, 

Mittet.—This is a fine crop for haying for 
winter fodder. Some farmers of experience 
say it is as valuable as an equal amount of 
English hay. Sow about the 10th of June, 
eight quarts of seed to the acre. See recent 
articles in the Farmer on this subject. 

Horina.—If the season is a dry one, culti- 
vate a flat surface; but if rainy, as*was the 
summer of 1850, perhaps slightly hilling the 
corn and potato crop may prove advantageous. 
The clear, hot days are the days for hoeing; 
leave the weeds on the surface a few hours at 
such atime, and they will trouble you no 
longer. 

Harina.—If some particular pieces of grass 
lodge and require to be cut early, do not al- 
low this beginning to call off your attention 
entirely from the hocing. Great losses are an- 
nually sustained among us by this practice. 
No weeds should be allowed to grow among 
your hoed crops; and the ground ought to 
be stirred once in 10 or 12 days, if there are 
no weeds, This was Jetuno ‘I'vLz's theory, 
and he proved its efficacy by the test of prac- 
tice. 

Youna Tuzes.—Trees coming into blossom 
for the firat time, should not be allowed to 
perfect much fruit. If it grow on the ends of 
the limbs it bends them out of shapes and di- 
rects the sap trom inaking wood into the fruit, 
while the growth of the tree is what is desir- 
od.—N, E. Farmer. 


Cieanino tHe Banx or Tneze.—We have 
often recommended the use of whale oil, 


soap, potash, &c., for Cleaning the bark of 


fruit trees, and supposed that no epplication 
could exceed it for this purpose. A few 
weeks since, we visited the seat of R, Rennie, 
Eeq,, near the Lodi Print Works, and there 
saw the cleanest fruit trees it has ever been 
our lot to mest with, Mr. Rennie informed 
us that he used s solution made of one pound 
of best bleacher’s soda, (carbonate of voda,) 
dissolved in one galion of water, and 

it to the surface of his trees; all the 
dead bark, &c., are softened and readily exfo- 
liste from the healthy part of the bark dur. 
ing the growth of the tree—the surface of the 
cherry, peach, plum, nectarine, apricot and 
many other kinds of trees, seemed polished, 
and of volor more closely resembling the new 
growth at the ends of the branches than usu-

al; the trees were in excellent health, and 
we were informed that they bore superior 
crops to those not eo treated. Within the 
last few days, we have applied the soda wash 
to our trees, and for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing if so strong a solution would injure the 
tender parts of the plants, have sprinkled it 
over the leaves of many tender shrubs, but 
as yet they aro uninjured, while the inner 
parts of vegetables are readily decomposed by 
it.— Prof. Mapes’ Working Farmer. 


Maaniricent Exterrriss.—The hydraulic 
canal at Niagara Falls is about to be com- 
‘menced and vigorously prosecuted to com- 
pletion. A company with a capital of $500, 
000 has Seen formed, embracing men of 
wealth and enterprise in New York and Bos- 
ton. The canal will be three-fourths of a 
mile Jong, seventy feet long, and ten feet 
depth of water; and is to be cut with per- 
pendicular sides through a solid limestone 
ledge. The water power is the most magnifi- 
cent in the world; unlimited in supply, and 
unaffected by either flood or drought—having 
all the upper lakes for retaining, and Lake 
Erie, twenty-two miles above, fora distridu- 
ting reservoir. There is aclear fall, including 
the rapids and the cataract, of full two hun- 
dred feet. 


Tur Curcurro.— Sift lime-dust over the 
plum and apricot trees when the dewis or 
them, and this little plague wi!l not sting the 
fruit. Two or three aprinklings, at intervals 
of several days, will probably be sufficient. 
Try the same remedy on some of your apple 
trees. y 

Striped Bugs.—Many persons say that box 
put round the plante will positively prevent 
the attack of these bugs. Three shingles, 6 
or 6 inches, supported by the earth or sticks, 
answer every purpose. Mr. T. O. Paine, in 
the Eastern Mail, says he has practiced this 
plan with success for twelve years.—N. E, 
Farmer.

The culture of the foreign varieties of the 
Grape, under glace. te a the present time re- 
ceiving considerable attention, and is becom- 
ing an important and interesting feature in 
American horticulture. Our bright, warm 
climate renders a simple glass roof alone nec- 
essary to bring them to the greatest perfec- 
tion; fire heat being eseential only to a few 
varieties, or to ripening them at an extraord- 
inary period of the year. This culture is yet, 
in the main, confined to the neighborhood of 
the large cities, but it is gradually extending 
iteelf and will do so more and more rapidly as 
the construction and management of t!.es¢ 
‘cold vineries’’ become better understood, 
To merchants and professional men, especial- 
ly, who have gardens and enjoy eomé leisure 
hours, this is an interesting subject, and we 
invite their attention to it. One of the most 
complete and successfully managed small 
vinerics we have sccn, is in a neighboring 
town, the proprietor ot which, an active bus- 
iness man, manages his vinery himself in his 
leisure. moments, and produces crops that 

would not disgrace the most accomplished 
professional gardener. 

The Kitehen Garden, or the culture of cul- 
inary vegetables, is s department of horticul- 
ture of much greater importance than it is 
usually considered. A very large class of 
our population have yet to learn the value to 
health and comfort of a regular and abundant 
supply of good and well grown vegetables at 
all seasons of the year. A grcat reform is 
needed in the dietetics of the country, and 
one of the first requisites in this reform will 
be the use of vegetables in a much greater 
proportion than at present. We are not to be 
understood as advocating ‘ vegetarian’’ doc- 
trines ; but knowing by ample experience that 

ed | OUF carniverous system is exerting a baneful 
influence upon our health and strength, and 
fearfully promoting physical deterioration, 
we would urge its modification by greater at- 
tention to the Kitchen Garden. ‘The people 
need to be taught not only how to grow, but 
how to use vegetables to make them nutri- 
tious, healthful, and palatable. The markets 
of our large towns are in general well sup- 
plied. The market gardeners who pursue 
this as a profession, mre generally well quali- 
fied for their duties, and perform them with a 
very creditable efficiency, as their gardens and 
market stalls bear witness. The tables of 
gentiemen who keep protessional gardeners, 
are also no doultt well supplied; but away 
from large towns, and among the masses oi 
the people, the supply of vegetables is most 
meagre indeed. ‘The most delicious esculents, 
such as asparagus; sea-kale, and eelery, are 
known only to afew; and how raro is the 
garden where a reguler succession of radishes, 
salads, green peas, &c., is kept up during the 
entire growing scason. We cannot now cn- 
ter into illustrations or arguments, showing 
the economy of the use of vegetables, a3 well 
as the benefit to health and comfort, but ‘here- 
after, in the course of our labors, we intend 
to give the subject special attention, which 
wo conceive it merits.

AMERICAN HORTICULTURE. 

In the January number of the Horticultur- 
ist, will be found an excellent artiele on ‘‘ the 
present and future of American Horticulture,” 
which we strongly recommend to all engaged 
in the cultivation of the soil. 

We have devoted a space in the Journal for 
the purpose of encouragement in all the de- 
partments of agriculture, and have been par- 
ticular in selecting such articles as we thought 
would be useful and acceptable to our read- 
érs. We have received several communica- 
tions approving of our endeavors to promote 
the agricultural interests, and we shall con- 
tinue our weekly extracts, and hope we may 
yet receive origina? communications on this 
important subject. 

We give an extract from the article notic 
above :— 

«That very many have embarked in fruit 
culture to supply their own wants and gratity 
their own tastes, we do not of course deny ; 
but what gives special prominence and im- 
portance to this branch of industry, and has 
latterly given such an extraordinary impetus 
to its developement, is its commercial aspect— 
the planting of orchards for the production of 
fruit for markets. There is perhaps no way in 
which we can so accurat¢ly estimate the num- 
ber of fruit trees planted annually in this 
country, as to glance over the nurseries. We 
think we might safely say that at one point 
aione, in the vicinity of one town, there are 
as many fruit trees grown and sold as in all 
England, or we might say the ‘three king- 
doms.’ Withal, the supply has not been, so 
far, equal to the demand, and orders to Eu- 
rope for somo years past have been so numer- 
ous and so extensive as to materially affect 
the business there. To our own knowledge 
the leading European nurseries have greatly 
extended their propogation on account of the 
American trade; and the inferior samples of 
many articles latterly sent out, show how 
closely their stock is annually disposed of.

AMERICAN HORTICULTURE. 

CorraGe on Vinita Garpveninc the title by 
which we designate the culture of small gar- 
dens and limited plots of ground, froin a few 
‘rods to a few acres in extent, is much the 
more popular and more advanced branch of 
ornamental culture. In the neighborhood of 
all our cities and villages we find numerous 
examples, many of which exhibit a very cred- 
itable degree of skill and taste in their style 
and keeping. These cottage gardens are in- 
creasing, too, with amasing rapidity, and are 
working wonderful changes on the aspect of 
the country. The demand which this branch 
of gardening has created for ornamental trees 
and plants, is strongly evinced in the increas- 
ing attention given by nurseries to this de- 
partment. Extensive establishments are, in 
@ great measure, turning their attention to it, 
large importations are annually made, and 
propagation is carried on with the greatest 
enterprise and activity; yet the demand for 
all the leading articles is grea:er than the sup- 
ply, purchasers generally complaining that 
they cannot find what they want. 

Everywhere men are manifesting a desire to 
withdraw their homes and families from the 
turmoil and impure air of cities, to the quiet 
suburbs or the open country. All are impna- 
tient, and aim at having a garden, if possible, 
all ready made, or instantaneously brought to 
perfection. This has led many into grave 
errors, and sadly marred the beauty of many 
cottage residences. But time and experience 
will put all right. This is a most interesting 
branch of horticulture, exercising a great in- 
fluence upon the face of the country, and 
affecting the moral and physical condition of 
a very large and rapidly increasing class of the 
population. 


Tree Mignonette.—The Reseda odorata, or 
common sweet Mignonette, treated after the 
following manner, forms a real treat in the 
conservatory during the winter and spring 
months, 

Sow in spring a number of small 4-inch 
pots. When up, clear of all the plants but 
one in the centre; as it grows, train it up- 
wards to a stick until it is a foot high, or two, 
if you please; do not allow any side shoots to} 
grow on the stem, and remove, all leaves to 
within a few inches of its top. When the 
plant gets as high as you wish it, top it, and 
then it will throw out side-branches. As 
they advance, pinch off their tops until you 
have formed a nice bushy head to your plant; 
and above all thing*, do not allow any bloom 
to appear until it has become strong, which 
will be by winter, if it has been well attended 
to. For the first winter it will be advisable} 
not to have them in larger than 8-inch - pots, | 
Mignonette being an annual, if the seeds | 
not picked off after flowering, it is ten to one 
but the plant will die. I have had excellent 
Tree Mignonette three years old, very bushy, 
and full of flowers all winter. Mignonctte is 
often neglected at midsummer, when our 
hands are-full of other work; and yet this is 
the very time when Tree Mignonette wants 
most care; for the flowers not being wanted 
during summer, ought then to be removed in 
order to have a fine winter display. ‘To keep 
worms from entering and disturbing the roots, 
add a handful of soot at each shifting over the 


Mignonette delights in sandy loam not too 
light; and being a gross feeder, a little dillu- 
ted manure-water inay be given once a week 
with advantage. If this ig contemplated, the 
mold need not be made go rich in the first ine 
stance, 

Winter Mignonette, as it is generally called, 
requires to be treated differently from the 
above, It is generally sown about the 20th 
of August; if later it will not acquire suffi- 
cient strength by winter for the London mar- 
ket, I genorally grow from eight to ten 
Plants in a 48-sized pot, which is six inches 
deep. For this sowing it is safest to use a 
light sandy and rather poor mold, fer if the 
latter is too rich and strong, the plauts damp 
off during winter. Gut of nearly a thousand 
pote, I have often scarcely lost one by attend- 
ing to this, by not allowing a drop of rain 
water to fall on them during winter, by never 
watering them unless they were flogging, and 
by admitting at all times plenty of air, In 
the case of frost coming, however, they are 
closely covered up, sometimes for a week or a 
pei ges together; and if you heve not fol- 
rey the above rules, you will suffer sevore- 

¥ from damp. Do not expose your plants 
for some days aftor the frost breaks up, snd 
that only by degrees; above all things do not 
expose them to the gun, My anxiety to givo 
them light, after being so long covered up 
has sometimes led me for the moment to forget

this, and I have suffered severely for my neg- 
"heal the winter prove mild, the plants 
will root into the ashes they are placed on; 
therefore they must be lifted up occasionally 
to break the roots. Slugs will annoy you, if 
you do not look after them; they fatten on 
Mignonctte. To retard some of the pots: 
pinch the heads off the plants: by this means 
they will not flower s0 atrongly as those not 
pinched, and will yield a succession of bloom.

Destnvction or toe Gnren Fry 1x Prant 
Hovses. —Tho fumigating of plant houses and 
frames is a troublesome matter, especially to 
amateurs, and hence the following plan, which 
we have practiced lately, may prove interest- 
ing to some. 

Provide a strong solution of nitre in water, 
in which soak somo sheets of strong brown 
paper, and afterwards dry it slowly, and cut 
into lengths of convenient size, the largest 
eighteen inches by twelve inches; then get 
some strong tobacco and strew it thinly over 
the paper, and with a coarse pepper box, 
dredge in a goud coat of common Cayenne 
pepper; wrap the whole up loosely like a 
‘cigarette,’ paste the end over, and when dry 
it is fit for use. 

Two or three of these suspended by a wire 
under a greenhouse stage, and lighted at each 
end, will quickly settle the accounts of the 
green fly and thrip, and that with compara- 
tively little trouble. Indeed, if a quantity ot 
these ‘‘ cigarettes” are keptready made, a few 
plants may be purinto a pit or small room 
and be cleaned, at least have their insect pests 
destroyed in a very short time. By using 
Cayenne much Jess tobacco is required, and 
the two combined is most deadly, for as the 
‘cigarettes’ will burn fora considerable time, 
say an hour or more, itis impossible for in- 
sects to live in an atinosphere so thoroughly 
impregnated with clements of suffocation 

Since writing the preceding we have tried 
an experiment with ‘ cigarettes’’ against to- 
bacco paper, and three houses, each about 
thirty feet long, have been effectually fumiga- 
ted with eight ounces of tobacco, two ounces 
of Cayenne, and about four sheets of brown 
paver, with a handful of hay to make a smoke, 
The expense was three shillings. The same 
houses hitherto have required ec ven pounds of 
tobacco paper, at an expense of ten shillings 
and sixpence.— London Gardener's Companion.

To Prevent Minprew.—Mildew is one cf 
the greatest pests of green-houses and all 
sorts of plant structures. The f.llowing rem- 
edy has been tried in the houses of the Lon- 
don Ior.icultural Gociety, and it is thought 
will prove efficacious: “ Sulphur and unslaked 
lime put into a tub of water, in which they 
are quickly and intimately mixed, and the 
trees and playts syringed with the clear liquid 
after these substances have settled at the 
bottom.”

On the 24th of December, 1852, a steamer, 
deeply freighted with human beings, might 
have been seen urging its slow and toilsome 
way along the const of North America.

The passengers, bound to California, had 
been detained two weeks on the Isthmus, and 
the dreaded fever, so natural in that climate, 
had already broken out and consigned several 
victims to the deep. I was among the suffer- 
crs with that disease. For many days I had 
felt the fever kindling her consuming -fires 
within and around my heart.

At Iength a raifibow 
hung its bold and brilliant arch over me, and 
I was’again in New York, with my dear 
family, recounting to them my singular ad- 
ventures, my toils, and my sufferings. 

From thie pleasant dream I was aroused by 
a hand Jaid gently on my shoulder. TI looked 
up and saw the captain before me. He suid 
that a man had just died, and that they wish- 
od to bury him before morning. He awoke 
me to officiate at the funeral, saying that they 
would be ready in ten minutes 

My extreme weakness rendered it almost 
impossible for ime to prepare myself even in 
thnt time. I was just through dressing, when 
the captain called, und said all was ready, 
With tottering step”, I made my way toward 
the bow of the vessel, where the inanimate 
form of the ian, who, a few days before, was 
the picture of health, was lcid on a plank, one 
end of which rested on a cask, the other on 
the bulwarks.

Tre Srrino Frower Ganpex.—The spring 
flowers are always the most welcome. MHow 
pleasant the sight of brilliant beds of the 
Crocus and Snow Drop early in April, giving 
us assurance that dreary winteris over, Then 
close upon them, May brings us Hyacinths, 
with their delicate and beautiful hues and 
fragrance that fills the air. With them we 
have the gaudy Crown Imperials and the more 
humble variety of Fittilaria, with the Narcis- 
sus, the Pansies, Violots, and Polyanthus, 
and early ‘Tulips. These all we have enjoyed 
before the trees have ventured to put forth a 
lea. or blossom. All these charming spring 
flowers we have named are of the casiest 
cultivation, and may decorate eve y garden 
large or small at a cost so trifling ns to ve 
within the reach of all. But they are sadly 
neglected ; not because porple do not admire 
them, or desire to havc them, but because they 
forget to make timely preparation for them. 
How common it is for people to go about 
planting them just at the moment when they 
are coming into blossom, or quite as likely in 
full bloom. They are told, ‘this is not time;’’ 
well,” the reply is, “if we do not plant now 
we shall never, for we forget them at the 
proper time.”’ Now let us remind those who 
have been admiring their neighbor's gay 
spring flower garden, to make note of it ut 


once, that next September and October they | 


may provide for the spring of 1854. 

The Hyacinth is the queen of all spring 
flowers, and deserves not only for this, but 
for the ease with which it is bloomed in the 
house during winter, to be an especial favorite 
with every lover of flowers. It is not a plant 
that demands years of care and culture before 
it yields a return; for if planted in autumn, 
next April or May shows all its beauty in the 
highest perfection, 


Fine Earcy Srrinc Frowertna Sunvuns.— 
Among shrubs that make an early display on 
the lawn, we must call especial attention of 
young planters to the following, while their 
impressions are fresh on our minds. 1, The 
well known Japan Quince (Pyrus Japonica), 
with ite brilliant blood-red flowers. 2, The 
Deep Green Forsythia, with its clear yellow 
flowers, 3%. The crimson Currant (Jtibes 
sanguinea), 4. The Gordon’s Currant (Rides 
Gordoni crimsgn and yellow. 5. ‘The Ashber- 


ty (Mahonia aquifolia, evergreen,) with its | 


bright yellow blossoms. 6. The Rose-colored 
Wiegela (W. rosea,) with delicate rose-colored 
blossoms. ‘We may add to these the Double- 
flowering Spirea (S. prunifolia fi. pl.) as it 
follows them closely; has small double flow- 
ers. Those form a beautiful collection for the 
early spring, all perfectly hardy and flourish- 
ing without any particular care or treatment. 
Tao Mahonia we must single out because it is 
not yet much planted, and is very desirable, 
It is evergreen, bearing the winter well, the 
best substitute we have for Rhododendrons; 
then it blooms so carly and so profusely ; itis 
low and spreading, and makes a rich mass of 
foliage on the lawn. 

Brack Warts on Puvum Tarrs, ann rue 
Insgct ‘' Mempnacis Bupatus.”’-— As every 
thing relating to this destructive affection of 
uur plum trees is important, I have taken the 
liberty to enclose you a letter froin Prof. Har- 
ris on the subject of the insect named, and 
also a twig punctured by the insect, furnished 
me by George Clarke, Esq., of SpringGeld, 
Otsego county, Mr, Clarke and his gardener 
have observed the attacks of the insect, as he 
informs me, for several seasons; and whenev- 
er he has lwft the twigs with the puncture 
upon them, the blace warts have appeared the 
second season alter the attack ; but when he 
has removed the puncture carefully which 
contains the eggs, he says the limbs have not 
been affected.

ent, James Matthews, Eaq., will pardon me 
for spplying the heading of his article in the 
February number of this yolume to my own

The words any and all need a very slight 
qualification—my instinctive love for truth 
will not let them pass without it. 

I had raised a chetry, a plum, a ncctarine, 
and, I believe, an apricot; but as Samivel 
Vellor would have said, it was only an " ag 
tiwashon.”’ Last on three trees partially 
escaped the ravages of the Turk —two ot 
Prinoe's Imperial Gage plum bore each about 
one quart of perfect fruit, and one tree of the 
Lombard plum bore a peck of frui , but some 
villianous boys stole it the day before Tin- 
tended to gather it myself. 

Having no faith in luck (as I never yet met 
with it,)I attcibuted this trifling success to the 
kind of individual escapes you mention in 
your marginal note to the article by Mr. 
Matthows. Those three trees were manured 
and @ug around some considerabie time alter 
the curculio had commenced operations—in 
the latter part of June; they had been nog- 
lected in the hurry of work earlier in the sea- 
son: no other threes were dug around at the 
same time. AsIdid not expect any fruit, 1 
did not lonk for it; my attention was called 
to thoso trees some time afterwards, A rea- 
son for the fruit hanging on those trees, and 
only. on those, néver occurred to me till I 
read the excellent article on the curculio by 
the above named correspondent. If this is a 
remedy, nothing can be cheaper. I hope it 
will be tried extensively this coming scason. 
If it fails, no loss can cccur by its application.
